DEATH .UF. LORD IDDESLEION. 

The nows uf the doath of the Earl of Id- 
desleigh (better kriown ts Sir Stafford 
Northcote) will he reeeived with general re- 
gret. Although not a brilliant statesman, 
Lord Iddesicigh has long’ been an element 
of strength to the Conservative party, from 
hia fairness and the straight-forwardness of 
his character. He haa almost literally 
‘died. in Harness,’ and the. telegram ar- 
nounoing. his. sudden doosase perhaps fur~ 
nishes the reason why he rosigned his du- 
ties’ of Secretary for Foreign. Affairs 
but a few-daya ago. From the:tenth 
‘edition of Men of the Tims (1879) we give 
a sketch of “tho ~ deceased’ nobloman's 
earlier career. - It way be added that Sir 
Stafford waa Ohancellor of the Exchequer

On the death of 
his grandfather, Bir- Staiford Honry North- 
cote, the soventh baronet, in 1851, he 
auecesded to the family: title and estates. 
Tn acknowledgment of his services 1s one of 
the Secretaries to the Great Exhibition ho 


For several years he wis engaged with Sir 
O. E. Trevelyan.in inquiring inte the condi- 
tion of the civil catablishinents of the Crown 
and they eventually drew up o report, pre- 
sented in 1854, which.ted to. the Civil 
Sorvico Doing thrown opan to public com- 
petition, He represented Dudley in the 
Conservative intereat frou March, 1885, till 
April, 1897 ; and sat for Stamford from July 
1858, till May, 1866, when he was first elect- 
ed for North Devon, which constituency, 
though it had rejected him a fow. yoars 
previously (in 1857) has since returned him 
atevery aucvecding general election.” He 
was ‘Financial Socretary to the Treasury 
during the first half of the year 189, and 
he was appointed President of the Board of 
Trade in Lord Derby's third administration, 
in June, 1866, when ho. was stvorn of the 
Privy Council, From March, 1867, till 
Dee., 1848, he was Secretary of State for. 
India. More recently he was a.mémber of 
the Joint High Commission, whos’ laboura 
resulted. in the ‘Treaty, of ‘Washington in 
1871.

1847, being a vindication of Mr. Gladstone, 
who bad beon charged with re-calling Sir 
Eardley, Wilmot, Lieutenant-Gorernor of. 
Van Diemen’s Land, on account of rumours 
which had reached him with respect to that.

THE POSTMASTER .GENERAL'S 
REPORT FR 1886. 

Pho following Report was presented to 
the Logislalive Council, by exmwmaud of His 
Excolloncy the Officer Administering th: 
Government, on the l4th January, 1857) 
ores * Guneral- Post Office, 

Hongkong, Jannary Ist, 1887. 

Sir, I hive the honoitr to report upon 
tho working of tho Post Oibeo in Hoisgkong 
und China, during the year 1886, 5 

2 ‘The exchange of. Parcels. with the 
United Kingdom established towards, the 
end of 1883 has worked with gront regular- 
ity and smoothness, whilst the steadily 
increasing numbers of parcola forwarded 
show that it is appreciated by the public. 
Daring tho year ander raviow 3,136 parcala 
havo boen forwarded from Hongkong to 
London, whilst 3,516 have been received, 
making a total of 6,052 parcels exchanged, 
almost without a complaint of any kind. 
There havo been, of course, ag’ it was.fore- 
geen thero wouid be, afew fnlse alarma* of 
miasing parcela, andl datly in, the year some 
parcels. were damaged by an accident on. 
the mail steamer. Tho damage, however, 
wag trifing, and. compensation was paid in 
the ‘only cisy where real harm was done. 
By the last mail iu tha year savoral parcele 
yore received ina damaged state from hav- 
ing been put inte a box with» package con- 
taining pomatum, which had of course molt- 
ed, and which should nob have been forward- 
ed, unless in soldered tin, As far as is 
known at present, even in this caso no 
seriong damage resulted to. tho contents 
of the pureed.’ With those exceptions 
the parcels have all turned ont in good 
order, It is observed that buuksare now 
often sont by Parcel Post, presvinibly be- 
cnuso they do nat yat knocked nbout as-do 
articles which* are forwarded, in mail bags. 
Phe London Post Office complains of +he 
inseenre way in which many parcels are 
packod by the sendora, leading to the break- 
ago of their contents on the way, and nlso 
vf the inaccuracy with which contents arc 
described.
